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RELICTANT WOMEN 
Various surveys agrpe that American u-om- 
en show little enthusiasm lor war work, 
either In lactorlcs or la voluntarj- war serv- 
ices, and suggest that InlelllBcnt rccnilt- 
mcnt methods will ha\-e to be adopted II tlie 
malorlly of women are to be interested. 
The number of womtn In war lndustr>' has 
■ reached 4.000,000, but the National Industrial 
Conference board reports that employers find 
that most women leel no personal urge to go 
to work In lactorles. 

There Is no social pressure upon women to 
assist In the war ellorl, the board's Inquirers 
report, and, on the contrarj*. women stlU Ice! 
that such work would Impair their social 
standing. 

The Women's aty club In New York looked 
Into reports that women of leUure were lag- 
ging behind their working sisters In willing- 
ness to devote irec time to voluntarj- war 
service. Women without paid Jobs, mostly 
■ under 60 and In the morc-than-SSOOO Income 
class, were Interviewed. 

Only about two out of five were round to 
be enrolled for voluntary' war work, and of 
these two-thirds gave 13 hours a week «r less. 

The same explanations crop up in both 
surveys. There are children who need care 
and there Is housework to tw done. Nurses 
and maids are Increaslnglv hard to get. 

Also, explicitly or Implicitly, there is a third 
reason which may be evcp more Important. 
The average woman Is not awaroi of any 
pressing need lor her sen-Ice's. She may. In- 
deed, hare read or been told that women are 
. needed: but sometimes she docsnt believe It 
at all, and sometimes she accepts It as a gen- 
eralirallon. 

The average woman apparcntlx- feels much 
as do a grefrt-many men— that the Rovcm- 
ment has not exhausted Its ^L\^•-powc^ tc- 
sourccs. 

This may not be correct. However, until 
Washington produces somelhlnR !n the na- 
ture of a "Baruch report" on manpov.Tr. the 
attempt to recruit women Is" going to face 
serious obstacles. 

The volunteer situation, llKewL-ie. seems to 
be quite dependent upon Improved public 
relations. Too many women a.-i.nume that 
the clvUlau detci\se lobs art all HUcd. Too 
lew. apparently, know that there Is part-time 
volunteer work which could be fitted into 
their heme and chlld-care prosr.im.'i. 

American women are not slackers. Tliey 
merely have not been Impressed with the 
extent of the need and ol the opportunity. 
That Is a fault of government whicli can and 
should be remedied.
